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A Look at BLS 


Our school’s history begins at an 
East Coast convention of commer- 
cial law school teachers. Attending 
the convention was William 
Payson Richardson, who taught 
law school in Maryland and Nor- 
man P. Heffley, who headed the 
Heffley Business School in Brook- 
lyn. Heffley approached Richard- 
son and invited him to join in es- 
tablishing a law school in Brooklyn. 
Richardson traveled to New York, 
interviewed a number of lawyers 
and judges, and determined that 
there was a need for a “Brooklyn 
law school” and agreed to establish 
one. 

Over the years, the aspirations of 
the school and its students began to 
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change. The school moved in 
and out of several buildings, all 
which were located within a few 
blocks of where we are today. 

From its earliest days, Brook- 
lyn Law School has occupied a 
special position among law 
schools, in part because of its 
tradition of diversity. Brooklyn 
Law School earned a reputation 
as a law school that provided an 
opportunity for law study to stu- 
dents who were denied admis- 
sion to other law schools be- 
cause of discriminatory 
practices. Many of these stu- 
dents women, recent immi- 
grants, children of immigrants, 
members of racial and religious 
minorities — were destined to 
be the first professionals in their 
families. 

Today, as BLS strives to in- 
crease its diversity, it boasts one 
the highest female faculties in 
oe law school. 

resent and future graduates 
of Brooklyn Law School have 
been endowed with a rich his- 
tory and tradition. This is ex- 
emplified by the many alumni 
who continue to distinguish 
themselves as judges, govern- 
ment officials, and practitioners.
